Some Bromeliads have plain foliage but a showy 
inflorescence, which may—as in some Aechmeas or 
Vriesias—keep for several months; others are dis- 
tinguished by spectacular coloring or bizarre design 
of their foliage. 


Notwithstanding their beautiful colors and de- 
signs, this group of plants is amongst the easiest to 
grow. This is because they are allied to Succulents, 
inasmuch as they hold their water supply within a 
natural vase-like center cup, formed by their leaves. 
Their root system, particularly in the epiphytic varie- 
ties, serves—mainly in the older plants—primarily 
as a means of attaching themselves to trees or other 
convenient hosts. In fact, it has been found that as 
long as Bromeliads receive their food and water 
through their center funnel—they can get along for 
a long time without any roots at all. Bromeliads are 
therefore ideally suited for house decoration, loca- 
tions in unfavorable corners, hanging pots, branches 
of trees, wall pieces, Dishgardens, and table adorn- 
ment. In Europe, Bromeliads have thus been used 
for decoration for a hundred years.

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CULTURE OF BROMELIADS 


Bromeliads can get along in almost any climatic 
condition, from near freezing to highest room tem- 
perature. They prefer filtered sunlight, especially 
the highly colored types. For a growing medium, 
almost any light and porous material rich in humus 
will be found satisfactory, and peatmoss or leaf- 
mold with broken pots, sand, charcoal and some 
rough manure added, or Orchid fibre (Osmunda) 
will be ideal. Plants should be kept moist but not 
wet, and fresh water should be permitted to stand in 
their funnels. Occasional feeding with cowmanure 
or liquid fertilizer will prove beneficial. Scale may 
develop, but sponging with soap and nicotine fol- 
lowed by forceful syringing with water, will keep 
them clean. 

Bromeliads are relatively little known, but it is 
safe to predict that on better acquaintance they will 
make one of our most satisfactory as well as attrac- 
tive house plants.

How to Grow Caladiums at Home 


Fancy-leaved Caladiums are tropical plants originating along 
the moist-warm Amazon, and as such they will stand and need 
a great amount of heat—between 65° and 80°—and cold drafts 
must be avoided. Tubers should be started with warm bottom 
heat of 75-85° F, in slightly acid, light and porous soil such as 
le peatmoss, 13 leafmold, 4% loam, with some coarse sand or 
charcoal added. A 5” pot would be ideal, or several tubers can 
be planted together in larger pots for bushy specimen plants. 
Place some broken potsherds over the drain hole to insure good 
drainage. Cover the tubers only lightly and keep moist but not 
too wet until roots are formed and growth begins to sprout. 
When in full growth, Caladiums will need plenty of water and 
light, although some of the transparent-leaved varieties may 
not tolerate the burning midday sun. Light feeding is desirable 
when the plants are potbound, or shift to larger pots. In warm 
summer the pots can be plunged outdoor, but should be shel- 
tered from strong winds. When eventually the foliage begins to 
fade or wither, Caladium plants can be carried over through 
resting period by gradual withholding of water and laying them 
over on their sides, in a temperate porch or cellar. After 2 or 3 


months of rest the tubers may be started back again into new 
growth.

Orchids can be grown in the house with success and 
pleasure, contrary to the general belief that they re- 
quire greenhouse culture. 

A sunny, well ventilated room and a space where 
they can be syringed with a handsprayer, such as a 
shallow tray with pebbles and a wooden rack for the 
plants to stand on, would be ideal. Before watering, it 
is advisable to let the plants become dry and then hold 
them in a bucket of tepid water until the bubbles stop 
coming up.
